husk like tkat o( the chestnut. When the 
fruit is ripe, the husk opens of itielf, 
euowinjr three white naius the siie of a 
lilbcrt. These grains contain the vegeta- 
LR.' tallow bo useful to the Cbfoew. 


The grains are crushed, boiled and aft- 
, erward mixed with vegetable oil and 


wax. So prepared they make the best 
C%udles, burniug almost without smoke 
and quite free from smell. In China 
these trees are cultivated in extensive 
plains planted in regular order. 
The 


leaves incline to red, and, the blomom 
being yellow, the trees are beautiful ob- 
jects io a Chinese landscape, a grove of 
them having the appearance of a flower 
garden. 


The tree has of lab? years been intro- 


duced into North America and is culti- 
vated about Charleston and Savannah. 
It is also cdmlred in this region for its 
"remarkable appearance at the approach 
of winter." The leaves become a bril- 
liant red, and, the fruit husks falling off, 
the white seeds remain suspended to their 
stem by slender threads. 


Another curious tree which grows wild 


in China as well as Japan produces the 
beautiful black Japan varnish so much 
cdmired in Japanese productions of art. 


The varnish is made from the green of 


the tree, which is gathered much in the 
ED me way maple sap is got from the ma- 
ple tree. About the middle of the summer 
a number of laborers proceed to the plan- 
tations of these trees, each man furnish- 
ed*' with a knife and a great number of 
hollow shells larger tban oyster. In th# 
bark of each tree they make many inci- 
sions about t«v ooucbev in length, and un- 
der each incision they force in the edge 
of the shell, which easily penetrates the 
soft bark. This operation is performed in 
the evening, as the varnish only flows at 
night. The next morning they scrape out 
carefully the shells, which are nearly 
filled with varnUh, The next evening the 
shells are replaced and the varnish again 
collected in the morning. This process is 
repeated through the summer or until the 
varnish ceases to flow. It is computed 
thnt fifty trees, which can be attended by 
a single workman, will yield a pound of 
varnish each night.— St. Louis Republic. 


LINCOLN TRIED IT. 


And That Ended the Kaval Sweat- 


box Punishment. 


On one of Mr. Lincoln's excursions to 


Portress Monroe on the steamer Hart- 
ford in 1S03 his attention was directed to 
a narrow door bound with iron, the use 
of which he was anxious to learn. 


"What is this!" he asked. 
"Oh, that is th* 'swentbox,' " was tbo 


reply. "It is used tor refractory and in- 
subordinate seamen. A man in there is 
subjected to steam heat And has very lit- 
tle ventilation. It generally brings him to 
terms very quickly." 


President Lincoln's curiosity was arous- 


ed. "This," he said to himseli, "is treat- 
ment to which thousands of American 
seamen are probably subjected every 
year. Let me try it for myself and i&« 
what it really is." 


Taking off bis hat, for he was several 


inches over six feet in height, be entered 
the inelosure, which he found to be little 
more than three feet in length or width. 
He gave orders that at a signal from 
himself the door should be immediately 
opened. It was then closed and the steam 
turned on. 


He had been inside hardly three min- 


utes before the signal wns given. Presi- 
dent Lincoln had experienced enough of 
what was then regarded as necessary 
punishment for American seamen. There 
was very little ventilation, and the short 
exposure to the hot and humid air had 
almost suffocated him. 


Turning to Secretary Welles of the 


navy department, the president ordered 
that no such inelosure as the sweatbox 
should ever after be allowed on any -ves- 
sel flying the American flag. 


It waa not an hour after this order had 


been given before every sailor on every 
•hip in Hampton Roads had heard of it. 
The effect was most remarkable on the 
older sailors, many of whom had them- 
selves experienced the punishment_of the 
sweatbox. Some of them wept from joy. 


But the good results of this act of 


President Lincoln were not confined to 
the American navy. 
Great Britain, 


France, Germany and other European 
countries heard that the sweatbox bad 
lie en abolished in America as inhuman. 
One and all of these nations in turn fell 
into line, and today the sweatbos is not 
to be found on any vessel flying the flag 
of n civilized nation throughout the world. 
—Youth's Companion.

A recent convalescent much enjoyed a 


raisin porridge that was one of the dishes 
of the menu offered by a trained nurse. 
The recipe for it, as got from its com- 
pounder, called for a dozen large raisins, 
which were cut in pieces and boiled half 
an hour in a little water. When the wa- 
ter has all boiled away, add one cupful 
of milk, and when this has been brought 
to the boiling point stir in a thickening 
made of a teaspoonfnl of flour wet in a 
little cold milk. 
The-porridge is done 


•when it is smooth and, as thick as cus- 
tard. Add a quarter of a teaspoonful of 
salt as it is taken from the fire and serve 
hot.—New York Post. 


Library F««t*. 


1 A good paste for library use may be 
mule by soaking one level tablespoonful 
(quarter of an ounce) of gum arabic in 
tw* tablctpoonfal* of cold water and 
miring two tnblesnoonfuls (one ounce) ot 
rice flour, after wetting it with a little 
cold water, with half a pint of boiling 
water. Then mix the two together and 
cook for ten minutes, stirring frequently, 
and after adding a few drops oC carbolic 
acid pouc into ,a small jar. It must be 
kept from the «fr.

Those interested in the formation of 


a nurses and attendants' union have 
concluded that they cannot enforce 
their demands in the usual methods of 
trades unions generally, that of calling 
a sympathetic strike in case their 
rules are not complied wltb. To ac- 
complish this they would need the co-' 
operate at the doctors, druggists ajid 
undertakers. First, the doctor would 
have to refuse to prescribe for tbe pa- 
tient, aud the druggist would have to 
refuse to compound tbe prescription. 
If a nonunion doctor were secured, tbc5 
undertaker would be compelled to re- 
fuse to handle the remains of tbe de- 
ceased who had been treated by a doc- 
tor or received medicine from a drug- 
gist who was not in sympathy wilb 
the uurses. The whole programme 
would be looked upou as inhuman, and 
the good will of tbe public would be 
against the union. Under these' circum- 
stances they have concluded that the 
purpose of tbe organization wil^?x- 
tend only for better conditions in irreg- 
islative way In public institutions, such 
as shorter hours, better pay and more 
rigid examination for admittance to 
positions.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

To Check Government l>y Injunction. 


Judge Bartlett of Georgia, one of the 


leading Democrats of tbe present con- 
gress, has Introduced a bill in tbe bou&i- 
to regulate tbe trial of cases of con- 
tempt of court. 


Bnrtlett's bill proposes to divide con- 


tempt cases Into two classes—direct 
and indirect. 


For contempt of tbe latter class all 


persons thus charged have the right of 
trial by jury, which, under existing 
law. Is denied. \\ bile for direct con- 
tempt the court may punish the offend- 
er sumu>arily witllout written accusa- 
tion. 


Speaking of his bill, Judge Bartlett 


said: "The purpose of my bill is to 
check as far as possible government by 
injunction and insure the fieedoin of 
the press. 


"It is the fashion nowadays for cor- 


porations and combinations, when thoj 
have trouble with their emplojecs. to 
rush into the courts and obtain sweep- 
ing injunctions, and then, if any of the 
employees violate the spirit of the in- 
junction, they are hauled into court 
and punished for contempt. 


"It is neither fair nor just to ch.irge 


a man witb contempt of court for an 
act committed outside of the court 
For contempt of this character tbe par- 
ty or parties should have right of trial 
by jury."

by casting in a pebble. 


Marconi in prosecuting his first stud- 


ies of wireless telegraphy considered 
the Hertzian sound waves as his trans- 
mitter of rnesbiiges. If be caused a 
sound, necessarily the waves must suc- 
ceed this and continue to force until 
they surrounded the earth or met some 
nonconducting body, upon .which they 
would be shattered. 


The next problem, having the natu- 


ral current, was to get a transmitter 
and a. receiver. Marconi knew that 
whenever an electric spark is made to 
jump buck iind forth between two elec- 
trodes or poles Hertzian waves were 
produced. They radiated from the 
point where produced in all directions, 
uud with a properly equipped receiver 
at any distant point, no nonconductor 
Interfering, enough of them could be 
intercepted to serve as n signal. 


By stopping nud then starling the 


Hertzian waves and thus causing cor- 
responding stops nnd starts nt a distant 
station ilarconi has discovered that he 
is able to send messages by the Morse 
code. The transmitter contains a spark 
coil or induction coil. This is .simply 
two coils of insulated copper wire—one 
coarse, the other fine—placed one 
around the other. In his experimental 
work Marconi has used colls that will 
produce a spark ten inches long. This

A machine for accurately measuring 


tho length of beet,' tongues cluts not 
strike the atoruKC individual as sup- 
plying any particular tva.ru; but, then, 
WIJ-H the Cleveland riain Dealer, the 
overage individual does not keep bees. 


As a matter of fact, In the new api- 


culture* the length of the insects' 
tongues is regarded sis a matter of su- 
preme importance. The longer the 
tongue the* greater is the bee's honey 
fretting capacity, and the new appara- 
tus, tho glossometcr, ifi designed to aid 
the apiarist, who by judicious selection 
seeks to develop a long tongued race. 


It is simply a slass vessel partially 


filled with sirup, fitted with a lid cou- 
tiiinlnt,' numerous small perforations 
nnd Jm\ intf a floating scale to show the 
height of the liquid when the bees just 
reach H through the holes. It is esti- 
mated that an ordinary bee can draw 
sweets from the depth of about a quar- 
ter of an inch and that selection can 
increase its range a twentj-lifth of an 
inch.

transmitter Is placed on a mast from 
'20 to 140 feet in length, according to 
the distance to be telegraphed. 


The receiver Is an adaptation on 


Marconi's part of the coherer of Col- 
zecchi. If you take an electrically con- 
ducting material like iron and break It 
up into filings, the intervals between 
the particles prevent the mass from 
permitting any electric current to pass 
through. But approach the mass with \ 
a magnet, and each particle becomes 
magnetized, the .whole becomes solidi- 
fied. 


This is the basis of the coherer, 


which is a glass tube containing pref- 
'crably nickel and silver filings loosely 
mingled. The tube is not over nn inch 
and a halt long, and in each end is a 
wire which connects with a small bat- 
tery, which is in turn connected with a 
larger one. The coherer Is mounted On 
a roast the same as the transmitter. 


When a message is caught by the co- 


herer, the gmall battery sends it to the 
larger one, which is strong enough to 
make n click that can be heard and 
read. 


If left to themselvca, the Hertzian 


waves will radiate in ftll directions 
alike, nnd any one with a proper re 
ceivcr at any point, no matter'what 
the direction, may Intercept tha raes- 
aafe. To obviate this Marconi, who 
has discovered that the waves can be 
reflected, almply places a sort ot re- 
flector or mirror behind the aerlnl eon- 
duct or and points It in tho direction of 
the receiver.

With the invention of the telephone,

He has permitted 
several illustrations to be made of the 
visual telephone machine, bnt as yet 
will' not fully explain its workings, be- 
cause it is- so simple that any electri- 
cian could make one. lie is negotiating 
for its sale to the French government, 
and unti.1 it is Affected will not exliibit 
the device.

According to the inventor the appa- '• 


ratus has been tested under ail soils of ! 
circumstances and has never failed to | 
perform what he claims for it. Space 
is annihilated by the spectograph, and 
the device ie so absurdly simple as to 
cost less than ?3. "My invention does 
away with telegrams," he says. "Put a 
written communication in front of the 
looking glass at one end of the ivire, 
and it will be distinctly visible at the 
other." 


The discovery came about in this 


wise: Dr. Sylvestre was sitting in his 
laboratory in tlie dark one night listen- 
ing at a theater phone. While thus em- 
ployed he suddenly saw on the wbite 
wall of his laboratory a stage scene 
from the theater. Upon investigation 
the secret was revealed.

At the opening of the recent lii<lus« 


trial bazaar held under the auspices ol 
tbe United Trades and Labor council 
of the Gastou division of Manchester, 
England, Hall Calue, the noted author, 
delivered the following address: 


How can we doubt that, with its oth- 


er and -higher aim, the gospel is a 
great social -messageV Look at the 
plain facts. The Urst of them is that 
1,900 years ago a man of the name of 
Jesus Christ, whom all Christendom 
worships as God, was born poor and 
humble, when he might have bc-eu rich 
and powerful.

tbe birds of the air have nests, but the 
Sou of Man huth not where to lay his 
head." lie was a workingniau, and 
his frioiuls wore workingmen, and h« 
walked vutb the poor and remained 
with them to the day of his death. 


The next fact is that the opinions of 


Christ were the opinions natural to li 
workinguiau, who saw the strength 
that iMNcrty gnes and the burden 
which wealth imposes. Need I recall 
the parable of Lazarus to show you 
that in Christ's view the possession of 
riches was u great danger to the hu- 
man soul? 


Keed I remind you that he said it 


was easier for a camel to pro through 
tbe eye of a needle than for a rich 
man to enter the kingdom of heaven 
to i>rot> that lie had a poor man's opin- 
ions about ricb men and that it seems 
as if he could hardly be just to them? 


The final fact is that tlie piayer 


which ^\e call the Lord's prayer, Un- 
only prayer which Christ taught his 
people, the prayer into which, pre- 
sumably, he gathered up, from what 
ever sources, the whole sum of his 
teachings, all his parables and ser- 
mons, is a social message of over- 
whelm ing force. 


Look at it clause by clause. It be- 


gins \\itli the words. "Our 
Father." 


Could anything more plainly indicate 
tbe equality of all men? 
If Clod is 


our father, all men arc our brothers, 
and the laws which give higher power 
and authority to one man than to an- 
other, which allow one man to govern 
for no bolter reason than that be was 
born the eldest son and condemn sm- 
other to feerve because he was born 
tbe second sou are manifestly contrary 
to Cliilst's first principle of the rela- 
tion of man to man and man to <Jod. 


Th^ Lord's prayer says, "Give us 


tbis day our daily bread." Could any- 
thing indicate more clearly the desire 
for relief from economic distress or 
doom to more absolute condemnation 
tbe laws of land and c.ipital which 
permit one man to live in boundless 
luxury while they require another to 
linger in the misery of want? 


The Lord's prayer says, "Forgive us 


our trehp.-ihse.s, ab we forgive lliinn 
that trespass against us." 
Could any- 


thing speak plainer on the true rela- 
tion of man to organized society and 
tbe duty of nation to nation or con- 
demn moie absolutely the barbarous 
methods of settling international dis- 
putes by rocouihG to aims? 


A'ooie all the Lord's prayer says, 


"Thy kingdom come, thy will be done 
on earth as it is done iu heaven," anil 
surely nothing conld more completely 
•discountenance the 
conduct of 
tho 


churches, which, recognizing 
in all 


ages the frightful injustices of the ex- 
isting order, have counseled resigna- 
tion on the ground that the worst evils 
of tbe world, the crying inequalities 
of the classes, the 
awful extrava- 


gances of the rich and the fearful pri- 
vations of the.poor are a part of the 
divine ordinance and, 
paradoxically 


enough, evils only to be remedied in 
another and better sphere. 


Caii there be a more direct messagd 


to the living world than this message 
of tiie gospel? You may call it un- 
practical and Utopian and out of har- 
mony with the progress of civilization; 
you may say that Christ is an anarch- 
ist and that Christianity is a useless 
dream, but you cannot say that the 
gospel is not profoundly concerned 
with the social and economic problems 
of the world in which we live. 


The labor programme is n profoundly 


religious and Christian propaganda, 
whoever and whatever its leaders may 
be, and the powers that arc against It 
nre profoundly irreligious and pagan 
whosoever and whatsoever their advo- 
cates arc. 


Wbat Is the r/ngan concept of govern- 


ment? Tbe pagan concept of govern- 
ment is authority, and that alone Justi- 
fies the unconstltuted rights, the Ine- 
qualities, tbe barbarities and the mis- 
eries tbnt civilization has for 2,000 
years been striving to break down. 


The Christian concept of govern* 


mcnt Is right, and that asserts the val- 
ue of the Individual soul, the father- 
hood of God, the brotherhood of men 
and all that these Imply In uniting 
mankind into one family. 


Is there anything In the spirit of the 


programme of the labor party which 
is contrary to this Christian concept 
of government? Nothing whatever. 
Tbe labor programme Is a religious 
propaganda and above all a Christian 
propaganda. 


Dr. Harnack In his recent Berlin loc- 


tnres says truly that there is hnrdljr 
anything more pathetic than the anx- 
iety of people of the most contrary 
opinions to rediscover themselves and 


their own point of view In Jeaun 
Christ so us to get a share of him and 
to claim him, or a little bit of him, for 
their own. But surely It Is not going 
far to car that If Jemis were iu our 
midst today h* would, as Ha mack 
lays, be with- those who are making 
efforts to relieve the hard lot of the 
poor and procure thehi better condi- 
tions of life. He could not be on the 
pagan side of arrogated authority, for 
while he was ou the earth be never 
failed to show it, whether in the per- 
son of Klug Herod or of the Pharisees, 
a complete aad emancipating disre- 
spect. 


The labor party may feel sure that 


they are holding up tbe Christian ban- 
ner and are waging, whatever the 
world or even t.he churches may say, a 
religious, not an irreligious, war. 
Let 


the churches call it socialism if they 
like; It is Christianity as well. 


Let us adhere to this claim no mat- 


ter what opposition we meet with. 
Whatever they call us—Democrats, so- 
cialists, e^en anarchists if they please 
—let us continue to claim the gospel 
for our charter and tbe teaching of 
Christ as the basis of our social mes- 
sage. 


With this message, as It expresses it- 


self from time to time in the problems 
we are failed to consider, let us meet 
all our difficulties, knowing that our 
appeal is to tlie conscience of man, 
that the conscience of man is the true 
expression of the divine and that soon- 
er or later in God's time tbe divine 


pre\ail.

That Fireproof 
Mortar

George 1<\ Averlll of Arverne, N. Y.. 


says that he hus discovered a means 
of using tlie waste coal nsh 'cinders 
that will make tliat hitherto useless 
material of great commercial value. 
Ihe use which Mr. Averill has fouud 
for thoss <val uslies Is in u new kind 
of fireproof mortar, 00 pur cent of 
Which is made up of coal ashes and 
the rest doable hydraulic cement. 


Mr. Averill has had tests made un- 


der the supervision of the department 
of buildings in Manhattan which show 
tbut the insulating properties of a 
blOL-k constructed, according to Mr. 
AveriU's specifications are very great. 
In fact, Mr. Averill says that with 
over 1.700 degrees F. hardly any per- 
ceptible heat could be felt by the hand 
0:1 tbe (ithfr side of the bloc-k. Matches 
•v\ hU'h had bei-u laid on the block were 
not ignited, aud some white pine and 
oak splinters showed no signs of char- 
ring. A thermometer on the upper 
side of the bkx'k during the -\\Uole 
time .of the test registered only 110 de- 
grees.

Mr. A VIM 111 also proposes, according 


to tlie Brooklyn Eagle, to make n fire- 
proof concrete fiom the waste ashes, 
which can be used in ceilings and can 
be mado into blocks for partitions.

One of tbe most extra ordinary en- 


gineering projects yet proposed to the 
scientilic -world is that for closing tln< 
Belle Isle strait, between Newfound- 
land and Labrador, by building n 
breakwater across it at the narrowest 
part, where the channel is but leu 
fcjilcs wide and ISO feet deep. 
The 


benefits to be derived from such a 
scheme are that the shores of Quebec, 
Aaticosta, Cape llrcton, Xo\a f-Votin 
and Prince Edward Island would be- 
come veritable gardens, in which semi- 
tropical fruits and vegetables would 
flourish, and that the portion of Labra- 
dor west of the causeway would huvo 
a climate as salubrious as tnnt of 
France, being In about the same lati- 
tude. 


It is estimated that the work pro- 


posed would cost $30,000,000. This Is 
a formidable sum, but in view of the 
demands just now that Canada spend 
$5,000,000 in Improving tbe St. Law- 
rence route tbe larger sum seems less 
appalling to the projectors of the plan. 
Nor is the undertaking so formidable 
as might appear from n superficial 
view. It presents no engineering diffi- 
culties 8U<cli as have beset many proj- 
ects already carried to a successful 
Issue.
